This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
17 December 2018 for “Copies of: 

1. PROMIS Front End Load Users Manual 

2. PROMIS M204 Load and Retrieval Users Manual.” 

Your request was received on 17 December 2018 and has been assigned 
Case Number 105938. Because there are no assessable fees for this request 
we did not address your request for a fee waiver. Your request has been 
processed under the FOIA. Both of the documents you requested are enclosed. 
Certain information, however, has been deleted from the enclosures. 

Some of the information deleted from the documents was found to be 
currently and properly classified in accordance with Executive Order 13526. 
The information meets the criteria for classification as set forth in 
Subparagraphs (c) and (d) of Section 1.4 and remains classified TOP SECRET, 
SECRET, and CONFIDENTIAL as provided in Section 1.2 of the Executive 
Order. The information is classified because its disclosure could reasonably be 
expected to cause exceptionally grave damage to the national security. The 
information is exempt fi-om automatic declassification in accordance with 
Section 3.3(b(l) and (6)) of E.O. 13526. Because the information is currently 
and properly classified, it is exempt from disclosure pursuant to the first 
exemption of the FOIA (5 U.S.C. Section 552(b)(1)). The information is exempt 
from automatic declassification in accordance with Section 3.3(b) of E.O. 

13526. 

In addition, this Agency is authorized by various statutes to protect 
certain information concerning its activities. We have determined that such 
information exists in these documents. Accordingly, those portions are exempt 
from disclosure pursuant to the third exemption of the FOIA, which provides 
for the withholding of information specifically protected from disclosure by 
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statute. The specific statutes applicable in this case are Title 18 U.S. Code 
798; Title 50 U.S. Code 3024(i); and Section 6, Public Law 86-36 (50 U.S. Code 
3605). 


Since these deletions may be construed as a partial denial of your 
request, you are hereby advised of this Agency’s appeal procedures.

1. INTRODUCTION 

The PROMTS database is the DDO M204 file for NSA SIGINT product. It 
Is managed by P05 for the purpose of providing timely response to and 
analysis of mission related problems and queries. 

The PR0MI5 system provides both the totals and percentages of all 
product produced by or responded to under SIGINT requirements. Data can 
be referenced by subject, date. time, type of activity, priority, country, 
and/or collection source and can be manipulated for retrieval In many 
different formats. Information derived from PROMIS Is used by all levels of 
agency management. Including the DDO and the Director, to support 
Intelligence Community users and committees, e.g. SORS. SIRVES, SIGCOM. 


g. PROMIS PILE STRUCTURE AND DATA DICTIONARY 

The PROMIS system contains both procedures and data In one M204 file. 
There Is only one record type In the file with 22 fleld=value pairs 
available for retrievals. (Note: a 23rd field. DUMMY. Is required for copy 
cleanup but Is not available to the user for data retrievals.) Not all 
fields are required to be present In each record and many of fields are 
multiply occurring (I.e. more than one value Is possible).
